In one 
dogs as from hogs, garbage, and unhealthful 
filth. To those to whom the luxury ef a dog 
isa necessity compel them to pay well for it in 
the shape ofa heavy tax. It were also a simple 
and entirely practicable thing te forbid the ap- 
pearance onthe streets of an unmuzzled dog on 
pain of instant death at the hands of the first 
observant policeman, whose duty it should be to 
@arry out the ordinance t # dogs 
with uncompromising severity. Our aim 
should be te keep our cities, at all 
times, free from dogs, and not do as we now 
do: suffer the evil to attain monstrous propor- 
tions, and then resort to violent and cruel meas- 
ures of relief. 

The simple tact is, a cityis no place for dogs. 
Their proper home isin the country, and if the 
right sort ef feeling and taste prevailed they 
would be rigidly excluded from any city. It may 
be thought that we are making too much of this 
subject, but it really seems to us that no man who 
cares to see bis city present a decent appearance 
will think lightly of it. . 

With us, and tndeed all other cities, dogs may 
be roughly divided tnto two classes: those which 
are worthless and those which possess some 
value; those which have masters and those which 
bave none; which have homes,and are 
well fed, and those Which live a vagrant 
life and subsist upen what they can 
beg or steal; blooded dogs and mongre) curs of 


a kind word ora pleasant look, and whose droop- 
ing tails bave never known what it is to wag with 
joy. The first class is small and select, and its 
members are an ornament to their race and a 
comfort to their owners. They stay close at 
home and molest no man, woman, or child. The 
second class is the canaiile of its race,and of such 
our Dumerous dog population is mainly composed. 
These are they who defile our streets with their 
presence. Alleys, gutters, and sidewalks are 
their places of abode. They abound in the squalid 
and are the pets of small boys and vag- 
sbond darkies. If they perish with cold, hunger, 
disease, no one cares; no kind hand ministers 
to their wants. In dog-days their fery masters 
eagerly lead them to the pound, glad to get the 
stipulated reward. 
Such ts the nuisance we ask to have suppressed. 
No one’s tnterest or pleasure is identified with its 
maintenance, while no city can be decent, come- 
ly, and attractive where it flourishes. The evil 
is especially unsightiy in our Western cities, 
where every dog is necessarily shockingly be- 
fouled by Our mud and coal soot. We hope our 
new Mayor may see the matter in the same light 
as we do. 
If so, he will make a serious effort to purify one 
city at least from this foul{excrescence. The ex- 
tent of our dog population is quite alarming. 
Our streets almost swarm with them. We meet 
them everywhere; on the streets devoted to 
trade, atthe very doorsef our fine hotels, and 
ladies’ dresses are soiled by contact with them on 
the thoroughfares where shopping isdone. And 
a worse picture meets the eye in the German, 
Irish, and negro portions of the town. Here dogs 
are sO numerous as to render a visit tn those 
neighborhoods positively disgusting, and, to one 
afflicted with a horror of mad dogs, the occasion 
of frequent scares. 
If Mayor Bunce aspires to the character of a 
public benefactor, here is an opportunity ready 
made to his band. Let him destroy the dog nui- 
sance and a grateful people will look upon him 
as one mindful of whatever conduces toa cleanly, 
decent, and handsome aspect to our streets.

COMMERCIAL. 
The National Board of Trade, which holds !t 
next session at Richmond, Va., is already, through 
its Executive Council, which recently met in New 
York, mapping out a large amount of tmportant 
work. The importance of trade statistics is com- 
mented upon, and the statistical year it is recom- 
mended shall commence on the Ist of September, 
and that all annual statistical and trade reports 
commence on that day, and that the suggestion 
be carried into effect on the 1st day of September, 

1870. 

The Counci! regards it as desirable that the sta- 
tistics of trade and commerce be raised to a stan- 
card dbdove suspicion, and that the various bodies © 
constituting the National Board of Trade arrange 
for the daily exchange of market reports. 

The Council comment with emphasis upen the 
fraudulent use of conventional tares and the 
growing practice of short weights, and earnestly 
recommend the adoption of a rule that “tares m 
all transactions shall be the actual weight of the 
package at the time of sale,’’ and insist upon full 
weight or measure. 

C.Upon the question of qualification of delegates, 
the Council declares that delegates shal! in all 
cases be active members of the respective bodies 
which they represent, and elected for a term not 
less than one yoar. 

In regard to the practice in the United States 


Courts, the Council recommend such modifica-
